Cop boss spilled classified 
information about death

POLICE and Crime Commissioner Oily 
Martins is in hot water after he leaked confi¬ 
dential information about the death of a man 
in police custody to a third party. 

A source told Luton on Sunday that Mr 
Martins had information about the circum¬ 
stances in which 39-year-old Leon Briggs died 
after being taken into custody at Luton police 
station on November 4, and passed this on to a 
‘close friend’ who works at the Home Office. 


The subject of the conversation then made it 
back to Bedfordshire Police. It is understood 
that chief constable Colette Paul referred the 
matter to the Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) which is already investi¬ 
gating Mr Briggs’ death. 

Mr Martins will be hauled before the police 
and crime panel, set up to scrutinise his per¬ 
formance in the role, to explain his behaviour 
on January 14 and members will discuss what 
action should be taken over the breach. 

Mr Martins was unavailable to speak to this 
newspaper on Friday, but a spokeswoman for 
his office said: “A matter concerning the com¬ 
missioner has been referred to the police and 
crime panel, the body responsible for scruti¬ 
nising his role. This matter will now be put 


before the panel who will consider the appro¬ 
priate course of action. The commissioner has 
pledged his unreserved cooperation, but 
clearly at this time it would be inappropriate to 
comment further.” 

A spokeswoman for the IPCC said: “On 
Saturday, December 1, the IPCC was notified 
by Bedfordshire Police that information rele¬ 
vant to the investigation into the death of Leon 
Briggs had been disclosed by the Police and 
Crime Commissioner to a close associate, who 
then disclosed this information to a third 
party. 

“The IPCC has advised Bedfordshire Police 
to refer the matter to the police and crime 
panel for them to determine the next steps.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman added: 


“As soon as Bedfordshire Police was made 
aware that confidential and inaccurate infor¬ 
mation relating to the investigation into the 
death in custody of Leon Briggs had been 
inappropriately released into the public 
domain, the force informed the IPCC and the 
matter was referred to the police and crime 
panel for their consideration. 

“Bedfordshire Police continues to do every¬ 
thing it can to support the IPCC investigation 
and appeal for continued calm within those 
communities affected.” 

• Mr Martins had been invited to attend a 
meeting with the community in Luton last 
Monday regarding an update on the IPCC’s 
investigation into Leon’s death. He was unable 
to attend.

Group wants promise 
on airport noise limits 



Luton Airport wants to increase passenger capacity to 18 million a year

CAMPAIGNERS protesting 
against the expansion of Luton 
Airport have accused the 
airport of a ‘broken promise' 
over noise limits. 

Last week Luton council 
approved recommendations to 
allow the airport to increase its 
capacity so it can cater for up to 
18 million passengers a year - an 
increase of six million. 

During the ten-hour meeting 
on December 20 more than 30 
individual representations 
against the plans were heard. 

One of the protest groups, 
Hertfordshire Against Luton 
Expansion (HALE), has said they 
will write to the authority 
to seek assurances that the air¬ 
port will reduce its noise levels. 

Andrew Lambourne, a spokes¬ 
man for the group, said: “This is 
an absolute scandal. We high¬ 
lighted clearly in the planning 
meeting on Friday that a key 
promise to reduce night noise 
limits was not reflected in the 
planning conditions put forward 
by Luton Borough Council. 

“The point was not answered, 
so we have written to the council 
insisting that the public commit¬ 
ments made by Luton Airport to 
reduce the night noise limit by 1 
January 2015 to 80dB, with a five- 


yearly review to bring it down to 
77dB, are both enshrined in the 
planning conditions.” 

However, an airport spokes¬ 
man said the proposals had 
‘industry-leading’ noise meas¬ 
ures which would see the airport 
improve. 

He said: “The approved appli¬ 
cation contains a package of 
industry-leading measures in 
noise mitigation which com¬ 
bined will see Luton going 
further than any other major UK 
airport. 

“Going way beyond the require¬ 


ments of best practice and legis¬ 
lation will help reduce noise 
whilst allowing the airport to 
create over 5,000 jobs and adding 
value to the local and regional 
economy.” 

Following on from last week’s 
meeting, discussions will now 
take place between the council 
and the airport to agree details of 
the changes, while The 
Department for Communities 
and Local Government will now 
consider whether the application 
should be ‘called in’ and deter¬ 
mined by the Secretary of State.

CHRISTMAS EVE FIRE STRIKES 

FIREFIGHTERS went on strike 
again on Christmas Eve in their 
dispute over pensions and the 
retirement age. 

Members of the Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU) went on strike on 
December 24 from 7pm until 
midnight. It was the seventh 
strike since September and 
further action has been planned 
for New Year’s Eve, New Year’s 
Day and January 3. 

The union says proposed 
changes to pensions and the 
retirement age were ‘wholly 
unrealistic and unworkable’. 

BOY PUNCHED IN STREET ASSAULT 

A 14-YEAR-OLD boy suffered a 
nose bleed after being punched 
in the face during an assault in 
Chapel Street, Luton. 

The victim was hit as he walked 
with two friends from Farley Hill 
towards the town centre on 
December 20 at around 1pm. 

He was attacked by a car 
passenger as he crossed the road.

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Pony abandoned with 
broken pelvis is saved

A TWO-YEAR-OLD miniature 
Shetland pony found near Dunstable 
with a broken pelvis has been given a 
new home by an animal charity. 

Tiny Hamish was found in a field 
next to the busy A5 between 
Kensworth and Dunstable by off-duty 
RSPCAanimal collection officer Kate 
Wright. 

He had a serious injury to his hind 
leg which left him in pain and barely 
able to move. 

Hamish could not be transported as 
he couldn’t put any weight on his 
injured leg so the RSPCA cared for 
him until he was well enough to be 
taken to the Royal Veterinary 
College’s (RVC) Equine Hospital. 

There vets discovered the extent of 
his injury and found that Hamish had 
a fractured pelvis. 

The RSPCA then contacted 
Buckinghamshire-based The Horse 
Trust who stepped in to help fund 
Hamish’s emergency veterinary care 
and pledged to provide him with a 
safe home for the rest of his life. 

The charity said Hamish was just 
‘another sad victim of a national 
horse crisis, one of thousands of 
horses, ponies and donkeys who will 
be left without care this winter’. 

In 2012, the RSPCA alone received 
reports of 1,681 abandoned horses. 
Figures for 2013 are expected to rise. 


Kate, the inspector who found 
Hamish, said: “He couldn’t have 
come to a better place. I found him 
stood in a crop field with his head 
down looking extremely depressed. 

“He was also lame and we think he 
was probably left in the field when his 
owner didn’t want to pay for treat¬ 
ment for his injuries.” 

The Horse Trust Chief Executive, 
feanette Allen, said: “This is an all too 
common tale of a colt being thrown 
out because he was not perfect. 

“We are a nation of animal lovers 
but there are sadly some owners who 


are all too willing to leave a pony like 
Hamish to suffer alone rather than 
provide the care they need, or to give 
them the kindness of a peaceful end if 
that is in their best interest. 

“At Christmas we ask everyone who 
can, to please spare a few pounds to 
help Hamish and other horses like 
him who are struggling to survive 
this winter.”

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Officials quizzed 
over Leon Briggs

RESIDENTS who attended a 
public meeting on Monday 
again quizzed officials over 
the death of a man in police 
custody. 

Family and friends of Leon 
Briggs met with representa¬ 
tives from the Independent 
Police Complaints 

Commission (IPCC) and 
Bedfordshire Police at the UK 
Centre for Carnival Arts. 

Leon, a 39-year-old father- 
of-two, died in November 
while in police custody after 
being detained under Section 
136 of the Mental Health Act. 

Since then Bedfordshire 
Police have suspended five 
officers and two members of 
staff as the IPCC launched an 
investigation. 

‘Justice for Leon’ campaign¬ 
ers want it to be made com¬ 
pulsory for officers to film 
interactions with the public. 
Beds police have said they are 
testing body-worn cameras. 

The meeting, which was 
attended by more than 50 
people, had been organised 
by the African Caribbean 
Strategic Partnership Group 
(ACSPG) and was also attend¬ 
ed by members of the Justice 
for Leon Briggs committee, 
Luton council leader Hazel 



Simmons, MP Kelvin 
Hopkins, assistant chief con¬ 
stable Nigel Trippett, former 
deputy mayor of London Lee 
Jasper and activist Michael 
Doherty. 

Family and friends of Leon 
asked questions over the 
release of his body as well as 
the circumstances surround¬ 
ing Leon’s detention. 

Lenos Wilson, from The 
Non-Violence Alliance and a 
part of ACSPG, said: “With 
the weather warnings given 
from the media it probably 
made people stay in their 


houses but there was still a 
sufficient amount of people 
to make the meeting of great 
importance for the commu¬ 
nity. 

“There were a lot of helpful 
questions put forward by 
members of the Justice for 
Leon committee, especially 
around the Section 136 
Mental Health Act. 

“Among the main concerns 
raised was the release date of 
the body for the burial so that 
the family can try to move on 
as much as possible and put 
Leon to rest.” 


Cat rescued from billboard 


FIREFIGHTERS and the 
RSPCA rescued a young cat 
from the top of a billboard 
just before Christmas. 

Five-month-old ‘Bill’, as he 
has since been named, was 
rescued on December 21 
from the board in Hazelbury 
Crescent. 

It is thought he had been 
there for at least two days and 
was very wet and cold. 


RSPCA animal collection 
officer Kate Wright said she 
realised she would need some 
help in reaching Bill and 
called the Bedfordshire Fire 
Service for assistance. 

Once the black and white 
cat was back on the ground 
he was checked over and 
dried off and taken to the 
RSPCA’s Southridge Animal 
Centre in Potters Bar. 


Posters were put up to try 
and find Bill’s owners but if 
they can’t be traced he will be 
found a new home. 

ACO Wright said: “Bill is so 
friendly and is having lots of 
cuddles from the staff at our 
animal centre.” 

She added that she was 
‘grateful’ to the fire service 
for the part they played in the 
rescue.

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‘No risk’ says Uni 
after student death

A STUDENT at the University 
of Bedfordshire has died 
from suspected meningitis. 

The student, who has not 
been named, passed away on 
Thursday, December 19. 

A letter has been issued by 
the university’s vice-chan¬ 
cellor, Bill Rammell, inform¬ 
ing students of the death. 

It said: “It is with deep 
regret and sadness that I 
must inform you of the death 
of one of our undergraduate 


students from suspected 
meningitis. Any death is a 
tragedy; such news at this 
time of year is especially 
saddening. 

“We have been assured by 
Public Health England (PHE) 
that they have conducted a 
full risk assessment and that 
there is no risk to any 
students and staff. 

“It is, though, always wise to 
be aware of the symptoms of 
meningitis and action to take 
if concerned. 

“Our thoughts and deepest 
sympathies go out to the 


families and friends.” 

One student said: “Everyone 
is shocked by this and we’re 
wondering now what we 
might do in their memory.” 

A University spokesman 
said: “The University has 
been advised by Public 
Health England of the death 
of a student from suspected 
Meningococcal Meningitis. 

“The University has been 
assured by PHE that they 
have conducted a full risk 
assessment and that there is 
no risk to any students and 
staff.” 



Moldova service 
takes off at Luton 

CARPATAIR, one of Romania’s lead¬ 
ing airlines, launched services this 
week from London Luton Airport to 
Chisinau, the capital city of the 
Republic of Moldova.

Man who torched a 
rehab centre is jailed

A MAN who bore a grudge 
against a Luton addiction 
rehab centre has been jailed 
for four years after setting 
light to it in a blaze that 
caused ‘tens of thousands of 
pounds’ worth of damage. 

Luke Conway had been 
treated at the Perry dayman 
Project for an alcohol addic¬ 
tion but was discharged in 
August this year. 

He disagreed with what 
they had done and four days 


later, on August 10 he 
returned with a can of petrol 
and started a fire. The build¬ 
ing, in Hastings Street, was 
badly damaged but fortu¬ 
nately the fire did not spread 
to a residential unit close by 
where people were sleeping. 

Conway had told at least two 
people that he was going to 
burn the place down, said 
prosecutor Colin Banham, at 
Luton Crown Court. 

Judge Philip Bartle QC told 
24 year-old Conway: “It is 
clear beyond any doubt that 
you bore a grudge and what 


you did was an act of revenge.” 

Conway pleaded guilty to 
arson being reckless as to 
whether life would be endan¬ 
gered. Mr. Banham said no 
final value had been put on 
the damage caused but it was 
‘tens of thousands of pounds’. 

Rod Price, defending said: 
“He is a young man who is 
making genuine efforts to 
change. His report from 
prison is very positive. 

“He now realises how stupid 
and foolish he was and would 
like to make amends in some 
way.”

I AM not normally in 

favour of public inquiries. 
They cost a lot of money, 
take ages to gather 
evidence, are generally 
overseen or chaired by 
members of the establish¬ 
ment who know little about 
the subject, or anything else, 
and achieve nothing. 

They are often a way out for 
politicians to kick something 
uncomfortable into the long 
grass. But I do see merit in a 
long hard look at how 
victims, and alleged victims, 
of sex abuse are treated by 
agencies in our society and 
society itself. And also how 
alleged perpetrators are 
treated. 

A recent report into how 
seven girls were groomed 
and abused in Rochdale 
highlighted the failings of 17 
agencies, including the 
police, social services, the 
health service and the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 

It is hard to see how it could 
be much worse. This is not an 
isolated incident, sadly, as 
every time child sex abuse is 
revealed, a failure of agencies 
to act properly and quickly is 
also revealed. 

Part of the problem 
concerns the need for a web 
of confidentiality to 
surround every inquiry. 

This is understandable, as 
children, and adults, who 
have allegedly suffered abuse 
get and deserve to get 
anonymity. But that makes it 


More openness 
fight child sex abuse 


so much harder to reveal any 
shortcomings. And, at the 
moment, doctors, teachers 
and social workers do not 
have to report suspicions of 
child abuse, which seems 
very strange. 

The need for anonymity 
also applies to where such 
matters become the concern 
of family courts. Often the 
proceedings and decisions 
are wrapped in reams of 
court orders and injunctions, 
making it an offence even to 
mention the names. This is 
too much secrecy. 

And don’t just listen to me. 

Sir James Munby, the 
country’s top family judge 
has called for radical changes 
and more transparency to let 
the public know what is 
going on in family courts. 

Although not referring 
specifically to a case 
concerning possible abuse, 
he referred to reporting being 
inaccurate but not the fault 
of the media, as they get so 
little information. The media 
needs to play its part as well. 
The time might have 
come when outing alleged 
paedophiles is ok. 

More openness in family 
courts would, I believe, lead 


to greater justice. And more 
openness by all the agencies 
supposedly working together 
to protect young and vulner¬ 
able people. Indeed it is 
difficult to see how justice 
can be done if it is not seen to 
be done. 

T HE time has come to 
shed the long held 
view of American TV 
as second rate. 

Let’s admit it, they now do 
better dramas than we do. 
And more relevant. There 
was a time when British TV 
was famous for its gritty, 
realistic dramas that could 
change politics. 

Now, what drama we do get 
is stuffed between hours and 
hours of reality melodrama. 
The shows about modern life, 
warts and all are American, 
such as Homeland, The Wire 
and most outstanding of ah 
Breaking Bad. 

It is about the here and now 
whereas much British drama 
- Downton Abbey, Doctor 
Who, Sherlock Holmes - is 
much more about the not 
here and not now. While 
entertaining, it does not 
challenge or inform. And the 
USA doesn’t have the BBC.

New celebrity 
boater added to 
museum display

AN EXTREMELY rare hat has gone on 
display at Wardown Park Museum after 
being purchased by the Friends of Luton 
Museums. 

The hat is a Luton straw boater presented 
to the world famous entertainer Bob Hope 
when he was appearing at the London 
Palladium. 

It was given to the entertainer as a gift 
from the Mayor of Luton, HC Janes JP in 
September 1953. 

The hat came complete with the original 
brown cardboard delivery box, still showing 
its handwritten inscription “Mr Bob Hope 
London Palladium”. 

A spokesman for the museum said the 
boater was an ‘excellent example of the 
skills of our local hat companies’. 

The hat is said to have been made by the 
company H. Briars of May Street, Luton and 
is now on display along with 1,000 hats held 
at the museum. 

Other headwear on display include boaters 
worn by Maurice Chevalier in the 1930s, 

Bud Flanagan of The Crazy Gang in the 
1960s and Luton Town Football Club captain 
Syd Owen in 1959. 

Veronica Main, the significant collections 
curator at Wardown Park, said she wants to 
add more celebrity boaters to the collection 
that have been made by Luton hat 
manufacturers. 

The Hat Industry and Headwear collection 
held at Wardown Park Museum is one of the 
largest collections in the world. 

It represents all aspects of the town’s 
famous hat manufacturing industry which 
dates back to the early 1800s. 

Hats for men, women and children are still 
being made in town today. 

Fifty hats and a display representing the 
hat industry can be seen on the first floor of 
Wardown Park Museum.

CINEMA 

SUPERSTARS can be difficult to 
interview. Especially if they believe in 
their own hype. 

Daniel Radcliffe has to be one of the 
biggest (and wealthiest) young stars of 
both stage and screen (big and small) 
around. So would his ego match up to 
the heights of his A-list celebrity status 
rating? Not one little bit. Even after more 
interviews, inane questions and 
unfunny Potter jokes than you can wave 
a magic wand at, he is still fresh, funny 
and relaxed. 

Judy Riley chatted to him about his 
latest movie, stripping off and his 
‘poetry’ phase. 

You’ve been described as ‘the hardest 
working young man in the business’. 
Are you working hard at the moment? 

I suppose I am working relatively hard. 
I’ve been doing interviews all morning 
then I’m off to the running track to do 
some training for a movie I’m doing next 
year in which I play Sebastian Coe and 
then there’s another TV interview 
tonight. 

Aren’t you also working on another 
movie which involves you having a lot 
more hair at the moment? 

Oh, yes, I’m playing Igor, Frankenstein’s 
lab assistant. It’s a very hairy part. 

Sounds like you’re good at 
multi-tasking? 

I think so; I hope so. I enjoy doing lots of 
different things. But I’m never going to 
get a gap long enough between jobs not 
to have to take it all on at once. 


Talking about working at speed, how 
was it for you working on just a 25 day 
shoot for your new film, Kill Your 
Darlings, after serving seven years on 
the Harry Potter film set? 

It was definitely a much faster pace. People 
were expecting it would go too fast for me 
but you build up momentum and I really 
liked the fact that we’d shoot nine scenes in 
a day rather than just half a page. 

The character you play in Kill Your 
Darlings is Allan Ginsberg, the original 
American ‘Beat Poet’. Have you ever 
written any poetry? 

Yes, I had my poetry phase between the 
ages of 17 and 20. I’m not sure that I’d 
want to see it published but I’m not too 
horrified by some of it. 

As Alan Strang, the disturbed teenage 
boy in Peter Shaffer’s play Equus, 
you’ve got naked on stage; as Alan 
Ginsberg you’ve played gay sex scenes 
on film. . . is there any sense that in 
taking on these challenges, you are 
stripping off the Harry Potter image? 
I’ve chosen to do the parts that I’ve done 
because they are all interesting roles not 
because I’m looking for the next way of 
showing my a**e to the general public. I 
don’t feel like I’m shocking people out of 
Harry. 

For a former child star you seem 
remarkably grounded and not in the 
least nuts; what do you ascribe that to? 

No, I don’t think I’m any more nuts than 
the next person. I think I’m the way I am 
because I’ve got good parents and good 
people around me to keep me normal. 
And I don’t think arrogance is in my 


make-up. I know I’m lucky and I know 
I’ve got a fantastic job. 

There were rumours that you were in 
the running for Doctor Who? How did 
you feel about that and would you ever 
fancy stepping into his shoes, James 
Bond’s or Luke Skywalker’s? 

I’ve honestly never watched Dr Who so I 
don’t know. Names get chucked around 
but there weren’t any formal enquiries. 
And I’d hesitate to jump into a famous 
character role. 

You are a big music fan and I know you 
really rate Slow Club, who did a gig here 
in Bedfordshire recently. You didn’t 
make it I guess? 

Yes, I do, but no, unfortunately, I didn’t. 

Have you ever been to Bedfordshire? 
Do you know anything about it? 

I feel like I have.. .1 think we did a couple 
of scenes on the last Harry movie in 
Bedford. Is there a couple of huge power 
station things. . .? (Sounds like the 
Cardington Hangars to me). 

Do I know anything about Bedford? 
Can you give me any clues? 

Well, there was John Bunyan, who 
wrote Pilgrim’s Progress... 

Ah, that’s a good book 

And of course US Bandleader, Glenn 
Miller, who was stationed here during 
the war and about 69 years ago took off 
from an airfield, his plane disappeared 
and he was never seen or heard of again 
and the wreckage was never found. 

Ah, right then. So Bedford: it gave us 
John Bunyan - and lost us Glenn Miller!

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
